AND BIG HOLES BORED IN HER FEET 


GIRL'S UNCONSCIOUS FORM 
FOUND HOURS AFTERWARD 


LYING IHJPOOL OF BLOOD 


Mystery Envelops Attack Which May Re- 


sult in Death o;f Victim; She Has No 


Recollection of Being Attacked. 


Bound and gagged and with her feet, arms and limbs 


burned and horribly mutilaled, Miss Mary Delgado, a 17- 
year-old girl, was found half dead on the front porch of her 
home, 767 Campbell street, s'noriy before 4 o'clock this 
morning. 


Rendered unconscious by tho administration of some 


powerful drug or anesthetic the v ctim is unable to say how 
long she lay exposed to the night air. 


When picked up by her brother, Frank Delgado, who 


stumbled over the prostrate body as he left the house to go to 
work this morning, the girl was s;tff and blue with the cold, 
and splotches of blood from the wounds on her arms and feet 
covered her nightgown, anti a sheet snatched from her own 
bed by the unknown assailants, which was wound around the 
lower part of her body. 
Deepest Mystery Envelops Atfa ck 


Deepest mystery veils the bnilal assault, and no reason 


for the outrage is assigned by either the girl or the members 
of her distracted family. 


Nine-year-old May Dflgado, who was sleeping in the 


room wjth her sister, is unharmed, and the child was feft un- 
disturbed while the older girl was I aft securely bound and gag- 
ged and dragged from the teri. 


When discovered by lu>r brother Mary Delgado was lying 


face down on the small piazzawhich runs across the front of 
the Campbell street house. 


Her hands were securely tied behind her with one of the 


victim's stockings, which '/vere t?'ken from a chair beside the 
bed, while the mate tightl/ bourd around her throat pre- 
vented her regaining consciousness. 
Holes Bored Into Both Feei 


The nature of the corrosive acid used in burning the girl's feet, 


both of which are literally cooked, is unknown. A hot iron was 
apparently used on the soles of the feet, and holes have been bored 
clear through the bone of each of the toes'on both feet by some 
sharp instrument which was also u ;ed, it appears, in inflicting a 
deep hole the size and shape of a silver dollar in the exact center 
of Miss Delgado's left foot. 


In addition to the other injuries inflicted the girl's front hair 


was sheared and torn from h ;r head by the thugs whp cut a large 
topknot which was secured vi ith haii pins, away. After a thorough 
search no trace of either the hair c r the pins •which held it had 
been found, and it is probable the assailants took it with them 
after completing their horrible worl. 
Girl's Mother Burned Stockings 


The police, who were lustily sjmmoned, found the girl just 


regaining consciousness. Tre bandiges had been removed from 
her feet and hands by membors of tie family. A peculiar circum- 
stance deplored by the detectives working on the case is the fact 
that Miss Delg-ado's mother burned both the stockings with which 
her daughter was tied, before sumrioning aid. 


In explanation of the strange action Mrs. Delgado asserts 


that she did not realize that 1 hey we uld be of value, and maintains 
that in the first horror attencarit upon the discovery of the assault 
she poked them in the kitchsn stove in a desire to get them out 
of sight. 
» 


Miss Delgado regaining consciousness shortly after she was 


taken from the porch and put to bed and before Dr. Kergan, 
who was sent for post haste, arrivec, she had begun to vomit vio- 
lently. This leads to a belief that eLher chloroform or ether might 
have been used, though the fs.ct that not the slightest odor of either 
anaesthetic was discernible on the \ ictim's clothing when she was 
found, gives rise to the equally probable theory that she was ren- 
dered unconscious by some drug administered internally. 
Victim Cannot Explain Assault 


The girl herself is unab'e to tr row any light on the balfling 


mystery, and declares that though she is a comparatively light 
sleeper she was undisturbed by the entrance to her-room. This 
is peculiarly puzzling in view of the fact that the door of Miss Del- 
gado's bedroom was propped shut b / means of a chair wedged be- 
neath the door knob. 


• Detectives repeating the experiment of entering the room, un- 


der the circumstances were unable to do so without great difficulty 
and a considerable amount cf noise. The front door of the house 
also was securely locked and bolted on the inside, and none of the 
other members of the family of nine- who were sleeping in nearby 
rooms heard it open. 


Frank Delgado, who firs!>discovered his sister's terrible plight, 


claims that he came in las' night shortly after 9 o'clock. 
The 


other members of the family were ill at home, and he himself, he 
says, locked and bolted the loor. When he arose in the morning 
and prepared to leave the home he found it standing half way open, 
he says, and, even before he came upon his sister's prostrate form, 
wa» startled by the circumstance. 
Entered by the Front Door 


The house is surroundec" by a small garden. A short flight of 


steps leads to the front porch, which is railed in. The fiends must 
have gone boldly up to the iront dcor. and the fact that no marks 
are to be found on the woodwork Ie; ds to the supposition that they 
effected entrance by means of skele on keys. 


How they forced open the door to the girl's bedroom, which is 


in the front of the house and just across the hall from the apart- 
ment occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Ddgado, is more puzzling. The 
•leaping room is what would in me st houses be used as a parlor. 
Two windows opening into :he yard facing the street were locked 
and undisturbed. 


The chair" which was used in keeping the door shut, on the 


other hand, is somewhat scratched and battered and it was found 
lying on its side in a corner of the room. The little girl sleeping 
with her sister was unharmed, but the furniture in the apartment 
wa« upset and overturned and the < lothes of the victim which she 
•ays she piled on a chair tefore retiring were scattered all over 
the floor. Her shoes, which had Veen left side by side near the 
door, w«r« thrown under tfe bed laphazard, while her stockings 
•nd the upper sheet of th* b :d were used in. binding her.

Up until two months ago, when she was injured by a falling flatiron, 
she "was employed as a collar sorter by the Bay Cities Launc ry Com- 
pary. She was hurt»while at work one day and since that time has 
been confined to her home and part of the time to her bed. 


Her left foot was hurt and crushed in the first accident but was 


alrrost well. She was able to be about and was in the ha >it of as- 
sisting her mother about the house. A girl of quiet, reti ring1 dis- 
position, she had few friends of her own age, according to ihe mem- 
ber 5 of her family, and was not in the habit of associat ng with 
yotng1 men. .In fact Mary has never had an admirer, acci rding to 
her mother, and the theory that she is a victim of a jealous lover or 
envious girl is flouted by those familiar with her life.

famous "Prayer of Twenty Millions 
of People."

It was a move of national signifl- 


canc \ and It involved Issues of more 
than passing moment. This "Prayer," 
whk'i purported to give voice to the 
sent ment of twenty millions of loyal 
citze is, practically charged Lincoln 
with having been unfaithful to the 
grea trust reposed In him; with hav- 
ir.s ailed to execute the laws of the 
land and with having paid a "mis- 
take i deference to rebel slavery." 
It 


was a cruel and unjust criticism, but 
it w 's written in the telling style of 
one of the greatest Journalists of h's 
ag-e, and It had behind it tho tremen- 
dous power and prestige of a great 
nam i and a great personality. It was 
a piotest that might well cause even 
tho rreatest to hesitate, nay, even to 
faltc r, but Greeley. able as he was 
had lot taken the true measure of the 
man with whom ho was dealing. Lin- 
coln without hesitation, composed his 
an.<.\ er, and issued it in the form of 
that memorable "Reply to 
Horace 


Gree 'ey,' which in its grave dignity, its 
uncc nscious pathos, and its noble se- 
verltr, stands forth in the history of 
eplsl .lary literature. And the nation 
saw that the man whose tender heart 
coul 1 not refuse the widow's prayer 
to t pare her soldier son who was 
conc^mned to be shot for desertion 
coul 1 turn a deaf ear to the prayer of 
"twenty millions" when that prayer 
das' ed with what Lincoln felt to be 
his < uty. 
All May Add 


In taking up the problems oon- 


fr rating the American citizen to- 
df y, WUUom F, Herrln, In bin 
st eoch at OormlUs, cites the news- 
paper aa an example of a great 
force tbat tout misused Its powers. 


"Tliey 
(tho newspapers) have 


employed the arts of the dema- 
gog-age to gain subscribers, just .as 
a certain type of politician em- 
plays such arts to win votes," he 
says. 
"I do not mean to Imply 


that thin Is true of newspapers gen- 
erally, any more than It Is true of 
politicians generally. Our country 
affords many notable Instances to 
the contrary. 


"It has been said, of the profos- 


slun of teaching that It may be 
either 'the sorriest of trades or the 
nc blest of professions." 
This dic- 


tum Is markedly true of journalism. 
And It seems to me that the politi- 


cal hope of the present century, the 
flist decade of which Is now drniv- 
ln,; to a close, Is very closely bound 
ur vritn the winning of the press to 
hljjher as distinguished from lower 
standards of Judgment, and to a 
nobler development of wisdom, and 
courage. 


"I am not without hope that the 


gr;at powers of the press for good 
or evil will, as time goes on, In- 
sp re in It an enlarged sense of re- 
sponsibiiity, give It a new birth of 
Jevotlon to the higher purposes ot 
tU'i. 
I hold in mental vision, as 


amoxig tho possibilities of a not re- 
mote future, a press so provided on 
ths side of Its necessities, so lifted 
above ordinary business conditions, 
thxt It may sit In judgment of pass- 
In): events, Inspired only by the 


true spirit of justice. I have In con- 
ception a Journalism exalte I above 
considerations of financial , sin." 


The problem of public cli mor, in 


the gntoe or public opinion, i s taken 
up bj- Mr. Herrln, has a serious 
aspect. 


Referring to the war ' ictwoen 


England and France In 1' 98, the 
speaker called attention to t le pub- 
lic clamor In favor of Fractco ami 
how President Wushlngtc a was 
stigmatized as "disloyal to friend, 
traitorous to our airy and ^ jifaltb- 
fnl to his trust," yet thro igh all 
Washington remained neut al and 
history has vindicated him. 


He says: 


"Public opinion, In the i ense In 


which I havo used the tern Is not 
the first hasty Impresslc n that 
springs from ill-considered or In- 
sufficient data, but Is rat icr tho 
sober second thought of 
i com- 


munity, formed after 
de liberate 


and thorough consideration of tha 
questions at Issue. It folloi -s from 
this that times of great pu ilic ex- 
citement, when passion one preju- 
dice control, are not the tin es con- 
ducive to the formation o sound 
public opinion. It Is at ju it such 
limes, however, that the e lucatecl 
men and women of this country 
can render their most lirportant 
public sen-Ices. 
They sho ild not 


lend their Influence or th« Ir sup- 
port to the alarmists or the sensa- 
tionalists of the hour; nor, on Iho 
other hand, should they sta id pas- 
sively aside and leave the m iltlrudo 
to Its own guidance.

On woman's suffrage Mr. Herrln 


seems to loot with disfavor for ho 
says: 


"The creation and fostering of 
\Intelligent public opinion 1* an Im- 
portant matter, one In which wo- 
men may be quite as Influential as 
men, and I have sometimes thought 
that If those women who have 
striven to secure the right to vote 
hnd but turned their labors toward 
tho formation of public opinion in 
the furtherance of the aims which 
they expect through suffrage tliey 
would have accomplished and will 
accomplish In the future much 
more than could be gained by the 
mere privilege of voting." 


The "recall" he attacks with 


some show of bitterness, declaring 
it to be opposed to representative 
•government. Of It he says: 


"Tho problems, both foreign and 


domestic, that now confront us are 
many of them Intricate and com- 
plex In the extreme. 
They are 


problems which for their proper so- 
lution call for Uie Judgment of 
trained specialists. 
JTlie first hasty 


Impression of the man in the street 
will not do. Unfortunately, 
tho 


tendency of certain recent innova- 
tions in our governmental machin- 
ery makes strongly against the do- 
Illieratlon that is so essential to 
sound legislation. 


"The latest of these govern- 


mental Innovations, the recall, is di-

Citizen Antidote 


It nas been said that the educated 


jcitizei should be the antidote to the 
demagogue. The demagogue we have 
alwa} s with us, but he is powerless 
to deceive or mislead the educated 
man. 
He has never, it may be said 


truthfully, been successful for any 
length of time in misleading even the 
mass of the people. It is the demon- 
'stratlon of every crisis that the great 


i majority is sound at heart, that it is 


j willing and eager to do what is, right. 
! In evary instance where it has for the 
mom.mt failed, the 
fault 
may be 


traced to misinformation or to rnis- 
placei faith in unworthy leadership. 


Th-* duty of the educated man is 


here plainly indicated. It is nothing 
less than to meet situations as they 
arise, with the information and the 
courage with which knowledge and 
training havo equipped him 
It is al- 


ways the duty of Intelligence to guide 
the s.eps of ignorance, and only the 
shirk or the co-ward among educated 
men will stand back when times and 
oondl lions call for 
sound counsels. 


There are, I know, those who main- 
tain ihat, In a country where major- 
ities rule, the voice of enlightened 
Judgment is lost in the clamors of 
Ignonmce and prejudice. 
To such I 


wouk say that their observation of 
social movements is at fault, and they 
have read history to little purpose. 


Th<p record of American life does 


not Justify a low estimate of the pop- 
ular < apacity to respond to the higher 
appeal. 
The trimmer and the time- 


servir pj politician always adopt such 
low .istimate, and so long as they 
can deceive the 
public 
they may 


achieve a limited and temporary suc- 
cess, Sut the end is always the same. 
Failure overtakes them in their short 
caree", and oblivion marks them for 
her own. 
Our great leaders, from 


the diy of Samuel /V.dams until this 
day, have always been men who have 
had the courage of their convictions, 
and vho, for those convictions, have 
had to face public opposition, often- 
times vilification and abuse. 
Often 


they .,tood alone, and the recognition 
their hearts yearned for was denied 
them. But they strove for something 
higher than 
popularity, and today 


they utand on the heights, while the 
tlme-j.erver and the trimmer are for- 
gotter, or remembered only with con- 
tempt.

Journt.liam today does not universally 
oocupv tha high place It might, it has 
only itself to blame. 
Newspapers, in 


many Instances, have misused their 
great power; they have employed the 
arts cf the damasogno to train sub- 
scribe™. Just as a certain type. of 
politician employ! such art* to jrln: 


i votes. 
I do not mean to ir iply that 


1 this is true of newspapers , enerally, 
any more than it is true of i Tllticians 
generally. 
Our country affo ds many 


I notable instances to 
the 
contrary. 


Here, In this state, there is tubllshed 
a newspaper which has long lustalned 
with signal ability and pre ,tise the 
higher traditions of Journ illsm, a 
newspaper whoao name has tecome a 
synonym for moral and in ellecttial 
force, one whose opinions a id Judg- 
ments are accorded serious c msldera- 
t!on 
by thinking people at I 3me and 


abroad. 
Such a Journal Is truly a 


precious possession, a thlr j to be 
valued as among the power, making 
for right and Justice among men. 


It has been said of the r rofession 


of teaching that it may be el her "the 
sorriest of trades or the n iblest of 
professions." This dictum is marked- 
ly true of Journalism. And it seems 
to me that the political hoi e of the 
present century, the first, d :cado of 
which io now drawing to a close, is 
very closely bound up with the win- 
ning of the press to highe 
as dis- 


tinguished from lower ctan ards of 
Judgment, and to a nobler develop- 
ment of wisdom and couragre 
Stijl Has Hope 


I am not without hope that the 


great powers of the press foi g-ood or 
evil will, as time goes on, ins >lre in it 
an enlarged sense of resp< nsiblllty, 
give it a new birth of devotlc n to the 
higher purposes of life. 
I hold in 


mental vision, as among the possibil- 
ities of a not remote future a presj 
so provided on the side of 1 s neces- 
sities, so lifted above ordtm ry busi- 
ness considerations, that it ir ay sit in 
Judgment of passing events, inspired 
only by the true spirit of ji stice. 
I 


have in conception a Journs 'ism ex- 
alted above considerations < f finan- 
cial gain. 


Society has found * the r eans to 


establish a limited group of '.ivilizlng 
and ennobling agencies—not ibly the 
church, the library, the art gallery, 
the college—in a sphere aboi a neces- 
sities and motives which 
- .ominate 


the workaday world. I see r 3 reason 
why our journalism should nc : be sus- 
tained by the same method 
of ei- 


dowment which have so nota Dly been 
applied in this country to ot ler edu- 
cational agencies. I have no thought 
of 
creating a Journalism 
llfferent 


from the beat journalism of < ur time, 
only to remove any bias of opinion 
or motive which may come through 
strife for financial gain. I venture 
to suggest that the press in i s higher 
and ultimate development m ist have 
a. place in this limited con- pany of 
Influences tending to demor illzatlon 
Supreme Power 


Surely, aa the time goes >n, men 


must see that the sfreat—I ha 1 almost 
said the supreme—power* of ' he press 
should be freed from financii 1 neces- 
sities which tend to prejudice and to 
bias. I present to you this concep- 
tion of a definitely and seci rely In- 
dependent press as among idee Is worth 
cherishing In connection with Jie evo- 
utlonary march of social org-, niiation 
toward hither standards of i esponal- 
blllty. 
-

But my main purposo today la not 


, ao much to dwell upon the duties of 
our public officials, or the responst- 


! bilitles of our journalists, as to call 


i your attention to the duties and ro- 
' sponsibilities which you, as educated 
| men and women, owe to your State 
| and to the nation at large. Our gov- 
' eminent has already entered upon a 
stage in Its development when "shirt- 
, sleeves diplomacy" and "shirt-sleeves 


i legislation" ^will no longer suffice 
The 


• problems, both foreign and domestic, 


i that now confront us are many of 
them intricate and .complex in the 
extreme. They are problems which 
for their proper solution call for the 
Judgment of the trained specialist. 
The first hasty Impression of the man 
in the street will not do. 
Discourage Haste 


It is, therefore, incumbent upon you 


to do all you can, both by precept and 
example, to discourage hasty and In- 
considered action in matters pertain- 
ing to tho public welfare. 
L'nfortu- 


nately, tho tendency of certain recent 
innovations in our government ma- 
chinery makes stronsly against the 
deliberation that 
IB so essential to 


sound legislation. These innovations 
proceed upon the assumption that no 
particular training or ekill la necessary 
to enact good laws, that the opinion of 
the man in the street is every bit as 
valuable as the opinion of the experi- 
enced statesman, and that where a 
man's intentions are vaguely good 
neither knowledge nor Judgment is 
necessary for is guidance. 


Imagine what would happen if we 


attempted to conduct a large business 
upon such a theory. 
Tet the govern- 


ment has frequently to deal with 
Issues that are far more intricate than 
those that ordinarily arise In private 
business. 
Not only this, but Involved 


questions that require cool and dis- 
passionate consideration may be sud- 
denly precipitated Into the political 
arena — perhaps at a time of great 
public excitement — and an immodiate 
solution 
demanded. 
The 
resulting 


legislation may reflect the public tem- 
per of the moment, but it runs little 
chance of reflecting true public opin- 
ion — tho deliberate 
and 
reasoned 


Judgment of the community. 
Recall Opposed 


The latest of th*se governmental 


Innovations, "The Recall," is directly 
opposed to the principle of repre- 
sentative government. It 
tends to 


breed the type of public man who al- 
ways has his ear to the ground, a man 
who has no opinions or convictions of 
his own, and whose one aim is to 
keep in office by turning himself into 


political weathercock, adjusted to 


catch every passing gust of popular 
caprice. _ This is not the kind of man 
from whom the country has anything 
to hope. He has no fixed standards 
of right or wrong, but will alway* be 
found on the side of what he believes 
to be the majority; It' the ratio of 
number* should change orer night, 
hiE allegiance will change with them, 
and the morning; will find him fight- 


on the side of tbat cause which he 


opposed th» day before. 
' , 


I har« already ipokea of tbat pro- 


vision of law which prescribes stated 
times for the holding of elections. 
Under such provision, elj ctlons (iws 
always preceded by adequate cam- 
paigns of discussion, and : uch period 
for discussion can always b t sufficient 
to clear away the confusio i that may 
exist from war.t of full i itormatlon, 
or temporary passion or excitement. 
Now one of many objectl< ns to "the 
Recall" is that it nulll.les 'his advan- 
tage. Under its working , elections 
may be brought on upon s :ort notice, 
and at times when the popi lar mind Is 
least calm, least Informed, least ca- 
pable of judgment. 


It is calculated not to res-erve politi- 


cal, action to the mood of *alm coun- 
sels and sober judgment, out to pre- 
cipitate it upon the hour of passion 
and clamor. 


Furthermore, it Is sal. that "the 


Recall" Is necessary to get rid of cor- 
rupt officials, who by some mischance 
may have been foisted \ipon the pub- 
lic. It need only be answoi ed that. In 
this respect, society is suffl' ifntly pro- 
tected under our laws o impeach- 
ment. 


Dangerous Weapon 


These are only a few of the many 


mischiefs 
possible, even 
Inevitable, 


under "the Repal'." schem >. 
A mo- 


ment's reflection will show how dan- 
serous a weapon it must bo in the 
hands of a disgruntled a-id unscru^ 
pulous minority, for it mn,- as easily 
bo 
invoked against 
gooc 
men 
os 


against bad. It Is a cortai i and per- 
sistent menace to indept nclence of 
thought and Integrity of ac- Ion, at the 
same time holding no terrors for the 
conscienceless and shifty Mme-server 
more Intent upon commend ng himself 
to popularity and upon 1 olding his 
office than upon doing his luty in the 
face of possible misappreh jnsion and 
prejudice. 


Who that is acquainted with the 


spirit tind the discontent < C the time 
can doubt If "the Recall" had been 
in force during- the admln'stratlon of 
George Washington, that ,e--en he, the 
Father of his Country, v- ould have 
been called to account fo: h's stand 
for neutrality in the wa r between 
England and France, and summarily 
removed from the presidency? And 
who familiar with the incidents of Lin- 
coln's administration and 
< f the con- 


fused state of the 
publl* 
mind in 


connection with them, can doubt that 
this, the noblest of all the figures of 
the last generation 
of 
Americans, 


would likewise have- been dismissed 
from his post of duty by the distem- 
pered recklessness of a pap ionate and 
passing hour? Those who urge these 
innovations may say that it is not pro- 
posed to apply "the Recall" to nation- 
al affairs, only to state and municipal 
affairs. 
My answer Is that crises of 


public aberration and passion occur 
more frequently in the n unicipality 
and In the state than in the nation; 
and for this reason "the Rrcall" prin- 
ciple Is all the more vlclou. In Its ap- 
plication 
to state 
and 
municipal 


affairs. 
From Fathers 


I have spoken especially c f "the Re- 


call" because in my judt ment this 
proposal stands for an idea in radical 
and fundamental conflict with the 
scheme of representative government 
as it has como down to u.c from tha 
fathers. 


But "the Recall" is onlj one of e. 


group of proposals offer* d to 
tho 


American 
people in the name of 


reform, and under that Imp ilse which 
Impels many 
to seek 
enort 
cuts 


to 
political perfection. 
Taken 
in 


their entirety, these pro[ osala sug- 
gest changes that would not only 
nullify the representative principle, 
but destroy the government which 
has 
grown 
up 
under 
it. 
That 


government is now almost a century 
and a quarter old. It has borne us 
successfully through amazii g changes 
of material and social com.ltions. It 
has enabled us to weather 
i he storms 


of one of tho greatest civil conflicts the 
world has ever known. 


It has challenged not on'y the ad- 


miration of the world, but ha3 enforced 
imitation more or less marked wher- 
ever civilized races of men abide. 
It 


Still serves our purposes, still dis- 
tinguishes us among the nations of 
the earth. Nobody, claims for our 
Constitution tho merit of Ut< plan com- 
pleteness, but wise men s >e that it 
has not yet reached the Hi ilts of ita 
possibilities, nor attained the 
full 


measure of what It holds of social and 
political advantage. The advancing 
years have made manifest iti working 
efficiency; tha strains of time and 
circumstance have disclosed In It un- 
expected -sources of strength. 
Glad- 


stone's characterization of t *• "the 
greatest work ever (truck oft, «t any 
on* Um«, bj; tin mind and 


man" remains as true today as when 
it was spoken. 
Perfection Absent 


As rational men and women you 


must recognize that perfection is not 
to be looked for in human institution* 
JCo general rule of society wa* ever 
yet framed, however salj'nr;- in the 
main, that would not work hardship 
in particular cases, and no political 
Institution 
will 
ever 
be 
devised 


through human ingenuity that will 
not exhibit defects in the course of it* 
operations. And while this knowl- 
edge ou^ht not to deter us from labor- 
ing incessantly for the betterment of 
our laws and institutiors, It should. 
gruard us against tho danger of rev- 
olutionary change's. Almost Invari- 
ably such proposals are found to be 
false lights, with new colors perhaps, 
but not essentially dlss:mlllar from 
those -Nhich precipitancy or quackery 
arc forever holding before the eyes of 
(discontent and credulity. 


I 
It Is not difficult to account for'th* 


attention 
which well-meaning: 
but 


uncritical people give to loudly her- 
alded short-cuts to political perfec- 
tion. 
That there are those who-turn 


to the support of every new sugges- 
tion, earnestly and oven in the fac« 
of repeated disappointment. Is a mark 
of that aspiration which pervades the 
American character. 


But aspiration—oven moral aspira- 


tion—uninstruotecl by knowledge, un- 
regulated by judgment, may in the 
sphere of constructive politics work 
.nflnlte mi-sohiof 
Tboso who proceed 


under Its Impulses, greed .ly clutching 
at everything that offers or appears 
to offer relief from tha nhortcomlngs 
of our system, may be compared to 
the man in tho crowd who offers his 
.money for a patent nostrum that may 
mask the symptoms of his disease 
even while augmenting its real viru- 
lence. 
Meaning Overlooked 


Observation has convinced me that 


those who lightly propose modification 
in tho fundamental structures of our 
government have no true comprehen- 
sion of tho force and meaning of 
their proposals. Those who so ardently 
urge these revolutionary modifica- 
tions do not understand that they 
would surely nullify and destroy rep- 
resentative 
government 
They 
do 


not stop to consider—In the limitations 
of their knowledge they do not under- 
stand—that the principle of pure dem- 
ocracy which they would substitute 
for the representative principle, 1* a 
thing taken from the scrap-heap of 
past times and discredited systems, a 
device many times used and as often 
discarded as wanting In the elements 
essential to a permanent or stable 
government. 


It is for you to whom I speak today, 


educated men and women, to examine 
all proposals of political change. In the 
light of knowledge and under the 
guidance of judgment, and to appraise 
each at its true value. 
It is for you to 


recognize and to expose the fallacies 
which too often lie In novelty and pre- 
tension, to caution and restrain those 
who -would rush blindly Into tho field 
of political experimentation, to In- 
struct 
tho 
uninformed 
and 
the 


thoMght'tess that our Constitution af- 
fords in itself the best and surest 
moans of constructive and wholesomo 
change. 
Insist on Change* 


It is for you to insist that such 


changes «*. we make sha'l harmonize 
with and tusrain the Integrity of our 
political fabric. 
In brief, it 1* for, 


you, 
ad*catQc5 men and women, to 


cruard our system against the proposal* 
of a rock/sess innovation which would 
cheapen it to a scheme of inconsis- 
tencies, and which would debase our 
noble Constitution to a 
thing of 


shreds and patches. 


I am sure that I make no mistake 


when I appeal with confidence to men 
and women of Instructed and trained 
minds, when I appeal to conscience 
allied with Intelligence, on tho score 
of Its high and special responsibilities, 
to cherish that which has come down 
to us from the Fathers of the Re- 
public, that which has sustained u* 
in a progress unparalleled in the rec- 
ords of mankind.
